.Beer And Wine Find No 


Favor As Medicine 


Among Doctors 


(Continued from Pnt;e One) 


cent of 'these 31,115 physicians be- 
presenting every state in the Union 
and District of Columbia, believe that 
whiskey should be available for med- 
ical purposes, and 58 per 
cent, of 


those replying believe that the num- 
ber of such prescriptions should be 
restricted. 


'On the.otlier hand Congross in its 


prohibition legislation has refused to 
allow the 
prescription of beer and 


wine and in this particular also med- 
ical opinion over the country supports 
congress* for only 26 per cent, of those 
replying regard beer as a necessary 
therapeutic .agent and the favorable 
vote on wine was only 32 per cent. 


Twelve per cent of the physicians 


giving their decisions favor the abso- 
lute prohibition of the prescribing of 
whiskey and there was a very decided 
and genera) opinion among the doe- 
:ors that the prohibition law has not 
:aused sufferings by its restrictions 
upon the medical profession. Seventy- 
tiight per cent of the physicians re- 
plying declared that they had not ob- 
served any such suffering in their prac 
tice. 


Tabulated by state the vote shows 


nineteen states and the District of 
Columbia favoring the use of whiskey 
and twenty nine states opposed to it, 
while every single state returned a 
negative vote against beer and wine. 


The southern states voted 11 to 5 


against whiskey as medicine^ 
The 


estern states ere even more dry in 
;heir sentiment, voting 15 to 4 against 
while the east with its masses of as-, 
similated immigration, voted 10 to 3 
in favor of whiskey. All the states 
comprising the extreme eastern group 
including New Jersey, New York arid 
theNew England states, favor the use 
of whiskey as medicine, while the rur- 
al districts were opposed, to/ it. 


One physician from 
Jersey City 


wrote: "I have been in practice iforty 
five years. During all that time I 
have seen the profession change in its 
attitude towaa-d alcohol, and .feel my- , 
self that there is no'diseased condi- 
tion but that can be as well treated j 
'.ithout'Tt as with it. The physician j 
who likes his "toddy" likes to give it.

Commission 


have authorized Fish Commissioner 
Nathan R. Buller to make inspections 
of locations suggested to the commis- 
sion for the establishment of new hat- 
cheries, although for the present the 
six hatchery establishments will be 
completed along the lines determined 
some time ago. 


Construction of new hatcheries-and 


other work will depend largely upon 
the revenue to be derived from the li- 
cense monpy of the new fisherman's 
license passed by the last session of 
the legislature and now in effect. Ow- 
ing to the weather conditions and the 
season of year the receipts of these 
licenses have been small 
and 
the 


department may be compelled to re- 
strict some of its work until the ap- 
proach of the trout fishing season 
brings in an increase in the sales of 
fishing licenses. 


Commissioner 
Buller has pointed 


out that the hatcheries are well filled 
with fish but no distribution will be 
made until weather conditions permit 
in the spring. It is also planned to 
plant many ifish in the fall, the Com- 
jnissioner announced.
